No. 106-ITC(PN)/G3.—Attention is invited to the following entries on page xel 
of the Index to the Red Book for the current period which indicate the classification 
of Plaster of Paris as under; — 

Plaster of Paris in bigger packs—22-31/V. 

Plaster of Paris in small packs indicative of dental use—93-94 (j)/V. 

2. According to the above classification, Plaster of Paris in small packs indicative 
of dental use can be imported against licences for Dental surgical Instruments, 
apparatus and appliances, n.o-s. covered by S. No, 93-94(j)/V of the I.T.C. Schedule. 
The position has been reviewed and it has been decided that Plaster of Paris in 
packs indicative of dental uses irrespective of their volume, will be allowed to be 
Imported against licences for S. No. 93-94(j)/V. Plaster of Paris in packs not indica¬ 
tive of dental uses will be classifiable under S. N. 22-31/V of the I.T.C. Schedule. 
The above entries on page xcl of the Index may be deemed to have been amend¬ 
ed accordingly.
